anglers easy access to deep waters 
Where the big fish lie. 


Changes in specifications for this 


levee were necessary to meet fed- 
eral requirements so federal aid 
could bo obtained for the road, the 
spokesman said. Engineers of the 
commission are now working on 
the changes. 


The new lake will be between 


Camdcn and Prescott, 
on State 


Highway 24.

Verde slopes down from 8,572 
feet at the north end to 6,500 at 
the south — and this 2,000-foot 
difference in elevation is suffici- 
ent to precipitate additional rain 
from passing 
clouds. And so 


Mesa Verde was good to the In- 
dians who found it and lived 
there for thousands of years. 


They prospered, that is, until 


disaster struck in the form of a 
great drought. Archeologists fix 
the drought as occurring between 
1276 and 1298. Those 22 terrible 
years destroyed the paradise that 
was Mesa Verde. 


Where these 
drought-stricken 


people went, and what eventu- 
ally happened to them, our gen- 
eration doesn't know, although 
the scientists are still on the 
story's trail. 


This afternoon Rogers and 1

— such as the reason behind our 
spending part of this morning 
shopping in Cody. 


The reason — air mattresses. 


All nine of them gave out. This 
morning we replaced them with 
sleeping bags .The five newsboys 
had been sleeping on the faulty 
air jobs in our 12xl2-foot tent, 
while C. M. (Pod) Rogers Jr., 
circulation manager, and I slept 
on a pair in the station wagon. 


On the last stop before this, 


Wednesday night at Devil's Tow- 
er, 
Wyoming, 
camp 
elevation 


4,100 feet, Rogers' mattress went 
flat in the middle of the night 
and the two of us toughed out 
the bitter cold (estimated temp- 
erature 38 degrees) wrapped in 
our blankets. And when the air 
pump gave out, as we were set- 
ting up camp here in Cody last 
night (Thursday) Rogers and I 
put the camp in charge of Jim- 
my McGuire, oldest of the news- 
boys, and the two of us sought 
refuge in a tourist camp. So this 
morning we threw away all the 
air mattresses and started from 
scratch with sleeping bags for 
everybody — as we are now go- 
ing into Yellowstone 
National 


Park where it will be strictly 
camping out for several days. 


Our run 
Thursday was 384 


miles from the last overnight 
stop at Devil's Tower, one of the 
great natural mysteries of our 
United States. Devil's Tower is 
a giant finger of volcanic rock 
that thrusts straight up 800 feet 
from the 4,000-foot-high plateau. 
As the sunlight wheels around it 
the great rock changes color, 
from gray to pink and once for a 
fraction of a second it was a vi- 
vid green 
as its lichen coat 


caught the sunlight at a certain 
angle. We took many pictures of 
course, both in black and white 
and Kodachrome. 


But the prize exhibit at Devil's 


Tower for all of us — adults and 
boys alike — was the biggest 
prairie dog town you ever saw. 
The dogs — they look to be one- 
quarter squirrel, one-q u a r t e r 
ground-hog and one-half 
rabbit 


— were spread over a 20-acre 
field close to the Park Ranger 
station at the Devil's Tower (Park 
entrance. They came up to the 
roadway and ate bread-crumlbs 
ut of our hands — at least the 
friendlier ones whose dens were 
nearest the highway. These were 
the fattest dogs, of course, lead- 
ing Pod Rogers to remark that, 
just as with humans, some prai- 
rie-dog real estate is more valu- 
able than another — the road- 
way dens obviously selling at a 
premium because of their proxi- 
mity to three square meals a 
da" 
" We must have made a hundred 


pictures of the dogs and their 
curious humpbacked den entran- 
ces.Going back 
a bit 
with our 


story: Eastern Wyoming, which 
we entered shortly after leaving 
the Rushmore Memorial in South
